Sessions  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  will  be  tele- 
cast live  on  the  large  screen  tele- 
vision in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  Sat- 
urday and  Sunday. 

The  Priesthood  session  of  the 
Conference  will  be  telecast  on  the 
Fieldhouse  closed-circuit  screen 
beginning  at  7 p.m.  Doors  will  open 
for  the  priesthood  telecast  at  6 
p.m.,  according  to  BYU  Sixth  Stake 
officials,  who  will  act  as  hosts. 

All  Priesthood  bearers  in  the 
Utah  Valley  area  will  be  invited  to 
the  closed-circuit  Priesthood  tele- 
cast.

Course  Planned 
For  Bishops 

Visiting  Bishops  and  Stake  Pre- 
sidents on  the  BYU  campus  Thurs- 
day were  informed  of  an  advance 
genealogical  research  seminar  for 
all  Church  stake  and  ward  per- 
sonnel to  be  held  here  in  August. 

THE  SEMINAR,  slated  for  Aug. 
8 to  13,  will  be  directed  by  David 
H.  Pratt  and  Norman  Edgar 
Wright,  BYU  instructors  in  gene- 
alogy research  and  technology, 
They  will  cover  advanced  research 
methods  and  procedures  in  British 
and  North  American  genealogical 
sources  during  the  sessions, 

Wright  said  that  each  stake  could 
send  at  least  two  representatives 
and  that  the  registration  fee  would 
be  $8,  including  the  price  of  a 
technical  research  manual. 

THE  SEMINAR  will  include  in- 
formation to  assist  ward  and  stake 
genealogy  leaders  in  selecting  ap- 
propriate instructional  materials, 
Wright  said,  as  well  as  proper  re- 
ference works  for  branch  library 
operation. 


Because  of  budgetary  restrictions 
caused  by  the  Viet  Nam  conflict, 
only  10  of  the  BYU  troupe  will 
make  the  trip.  The  ten  will  embark 
from  McGuire  Air  Force  Base  in 
New  Jersey  on  or  about  July  5 
and  will  return  about  one  month 
later.

A LETTER  received  from  the 
Department  of  the  Army  stated  that 
“Entertainment  in  the  North  East 
area  has  proved  to  be  especially 
welcome  due  to  the  remoteness  and 
isolation  of  the  installations.  En- 
tertainment units  always  find  the 
area  to  be  a most  challenging  and 
rewarding  one  and  we  feel  that 
the  servicemen  there  would  be 
most  appreciative  of  such  an  out- 
standing show  as  BYU  has  always 
presented.”  The  letter  was  signed 
by  Major  General  J.  C.  Lambert, 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Army. 

This  will  be  the  eleventh  BYU 
talent  tour  abroad.  The  Dramatic 
Arts  Dept,  sent  plays  to  the  Orient 
twice;  the  International  Folk  Dan- 
cers toured  Europe  in  1964  and 
are  scheduled  in  1966;  “Curtain- 
time USA”  toured  the  Middle  East 
last  year;  shows  have  gone  to  the 
Orient  four  times  and  Europe  once.

Court  Ruling 

Editor: 

On  June  25,  1963,  the  Supreme 
Court  ruled  unconstitutional,  by 
a vote  of  six  to  one,  the  repeating 
of  the  following  brief  prayer: 

“Almighty  God,  we  acknow- 
ledge our  dependence  upon  Thee, 
and  we  beg  Thy  blessings  upon 
us,  our  parents,  our  teachers,  and 
our  country.” 

Our  prophet  David  0.  McKay 
said  concerning  this  ruling  of  the 
Court: 

“By  making  that  unconstitu- 
tional, the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  serves  the  connect- 
ing cord  between  the  public 
schools  of  the  United  States  and 
the  source  of  divine  intelligence, 
the  Creator  himself,  in  whom  We 
live  and  move  and  have  our  be- 
ing.” 

To  me,  the  ruling  is  surprising, 
when  we  realize  that  the  noblest 
purpose  of  the  public  schools  as  a 
function  of  the  government  should 
be  to  teach  loyalty  and  obedience 
to  the  laws  of  the  country. 

Evidently  the  Supreme  Court 
misinterprets  the  true  meaning 
of  the  First  Amendment,  and  are 
now  leading  a Christian  nation 
down  the  road  to  atheism. 

“Down  the  road  to  atheism.” 
What  road  did  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution  intend  his  nation  to 
take?  Does  “atheism”  play  any 
role  in  the  nation  that  they  esta- 
blished in  order  to  be  free  to  wor- 
ship as  they  pleased?  If  not,  does 
the  constitution  provide  safe- 
guards against  prohibiting  the  re- 
straints of  religious  beliefs?  Yes. 
These  rights  are  clearly  protected 
in  Amendment  I,  which  states; 


“Congress  shall  make  no  law  re- 
specting an  establishment  of  re- 
ligion, or  prohibiting  the  free  ex- 
ercise thereof.” 

David  O.  McKay  said  that  the 
Supreme  Court  “misinterprets  the 
true  meaning  of  the  First  Amend- 
ment. . . .”  This  may  be  a mild 
understatement  of  the  way  this 
amendment  has  been  stretched 
out  of  recognition  to  make  it 
agree  with  the  Courts  way  of 
thinking. 

Many  will  say,  “But  the  Sup- 
reme Court  makes  the  rulings 
which  best  serve  the  people  NOW, 
in  THIS  day  and  age.”  Let’s  look 
at  this  point  of  view  for  a minute. 

Let’s  go  back  to  June  25  1963, 
the  same  day  that  the  Supreme 
Court  ruled  this  prayer  uncon- 
stiuttional.  On  that  very  same 
day,  the  Supreme  Court  ruled 
that  obscenity  in  magazines— on 
the  techniques  of  homosexuality- 
can  be  delivered  through  the 
mail! 

The  following  day  Rep.  Johan- 
sen of  Michigan  told  Congress: 
“The  Supreme  Court  yesterday 
made  two  decisions:  Prayer,  No; 
Obscenity,  Yes.” 

Are  these  two  decisions  really 
in  agreement  with  “this  day  and 
age”?  Are  we  as  a nation  so 
far  “down  the  road  to  atheism” 
(as  President  McKay  refers  to 
it),  that  this  IS  in  accordance 
with  our  way  of  life?  Do  these 
rulings  truly  represent  the  will  of 
a Christian,  God-fearing  nation  or 
of  our  forefathers  who  wrote  the 
constitution?  HAVE  RECENT 
DECISIONS  OF  THE  SUPREME 
COURT  CHANGED  THE  MEAN- 
ING OF  THE  CONSTITUTIONS?
